1 . (Amended) A lighting device capable of providing long-term, interim 
lighting capabilities, the lighting system comprising: 

an array of Light Emitting Diodes (LEDs) in electrical communication 
with corresponding electrical circuitry; 

an electrical energy source for supplying electrical energy to the array of 

LEDs; and 

an elliptical parabolic reflector positioned proximate to the array of light 
emitting diodes that reflects light from the LEDs to provide a wide area coverage of 
illumination.
